Tlio orisin.Tl Kins Arilmi- was pro- 
bai)I>- soino petty chicC of the 5lli 
ccntiiry, with a farmhouse In come 
part of Ensrland aa his Htronghold 
Ills followors wore his >cr\-anls; one 
of thoîc. or poss'bly one of his rcln- 
lioiis. loved the w'Ao of his iDrd. An 
Insurrc«!tlon hroUc out nmong the 
household, and the result was the 
death of Iho chieftain. The body was 
removed secretly to fonio nearby Is- 
land, and tJicro buried. 

This was tlio conjcoturo offered by 
D>. IT. D. Brun!, Associate Professor 
of l^nellsh nt Macdonnld CoUesc, in 
tfco third «f the scries of Oraduatcs' 
lectures, in Mnvsc Hall yesterday 
afternoon. Ur. Ilrunt first delivered 
his lecture, with llic title "The 
Arthurian LcEcnd.«," a.nd then show- 
ed several slides Illustrating episodes 
from tho stories of the cycle, and 
dres.", manners, and ctstlcs of the 
tinipf. in Tiiilch the body Icsend was 
nccuniuiatinK. 

Varied with Period 

With Eotne fticli kernel of actual 
liappenlMBs .i-a this, liio v.-holc Arthur- 
ian cycle developed with embellish- 
ments of the story by minstrels and 
trouliadours who told it to attentive 
audiences. A story-teller or t.'ie 0th 
century would clothe Arthur in the 
armour of that period, and in tlie tonn 
in which we see him, the King ap- 
pears ,as a ficurc of the 10th or 12th 
century. In its wanderings the story 
Picked up various additions; In Its 
picscnt form llic Cornish and Breton 
influence Is strongly marlicd. It w.xs 
oi.so affected by local stocljs in Gor- 
innny and Italy.

A rare Italian Choirbook of the 14th 
century ami !i medallion struck l)y 
Paul an.'- Ill p. well-l;no\vn contem- 
porary American .sculptor, are two 
additions recently made to tho McGIU 
Museum, according to .an announce- 
ment made by Dr. G. R. Lomcr. 

Thu choir book,, a- largo folio-slzcd 
volunic, wonderfully prcEer\-ed, Is a 
splendid example of Mth century Ital- 
ian worlimanship, and was presented 
ilo the museum by Pr. Casey A AVood. 
who obtained it In Florence. The book 
Is bound with wooden boards covered 
with a binding stamp of leather, and 
on the bottom cover are half a dozen 
large spikes 011 which the volume 
rests to protect it from damage. 
Hymns In Script 

On Its soft, heavy, vellum pages thé 
notes and words of many old hymns 
are written In iargo script. Tbaro ve 
tit pages, with writing on Ijoth sides, 
and in .addition fond flyleaves or niaii- 
tjscript leaves. Tho.-ie, fojr leaves, 
prob.ably dating from the I'Jtli century.

Russell Analyses 
Astounding Genius 
Of Dream Power 



Claims Dreams Cannot Be 
Explained From IMccli- 
auistic Standpoint 

SOUL RESPONSIBLE 



Vital Forces of $leep May 
Be Applied to Quicken 
AM-akencd Conscience 



"Dreams are formed by the creative 
genius ot tho soul .trtinscendlng its 
power In tho awakened' stale", de- 
clared Sir. Cicorpo Kusscll iThc fam- 
ous "AK") in ills lecture "An Artist 
and Poet Considers Dreams" at tlic 
People's Forum last night, 

Gcorgo nusscli is an Irish poet, 
painter, economist and philosopher 
who has done a great deal to bring 
abotil tlio Irlfili Literary renaissance. 
He has also worked towards tho agri- 
cultural reform and co-operato econ- 
omy of his country. 

"Tho Is .nothing better", began the 
largo calm, bcwhtskcrcd speaker "than 
an exploration of our conscience. I 
havo como to tho conclusion that one 
can find In dreams tho powers ex- 
ercised by the soul In its waking mo- 
ments. The psychologist tries to an- 
aly.se conscience and tho physician 
often seeks In dreams the cause ot his 
patient's illness. Tho artist Is concern- 
ed, with the form, color and archltec- 
turo of dreams. Tho poet finds a con- 
nection between drcam.^ and his works. 

"Tho first solution offered by some 
students of drc.^.ms Is thai they are 
rcawakenings ot memory. This is un- 
tenable because In dreams people see 
things from an angle ot vision not 
viewed during conscious hours. I had 
flying dreams before llie airplane was 
Invented by the 'Wrighl brothers. 
Dreams cannot bo caused by re- 
awakening of memory. 

Difficulties Involved 

•'Other people say that Images seen 
In dreams are duo to a recombination 
of .memories. This view also involves 
difficulties. Moving dream' figures are 
created In tho second between tlic 
touch and the awalrening. Any mech- 
anistic explanation breaks down under 
the force of reason, Ono must turn to 
the crealivo genius of the soul trans- 
cending its power in tho awakened 
slate. 

".Many people cannot get beyond the 
chaoUi; borderland and the true dream 
statu In which tho dieam assumes a 
symbolic character. Dreams on the 
borderland can bo taken seriously on

H. King Proposes Theory 
Equivalent to Law of Sup- 
ply And Dctiiand 

I'ailure of the leaders o£ industry to 
maintain cfiuivalcnt standards of cf- 
fieieiicy tor largo scale as for small 
scale production was In i>art the cause 
ot tho breakdown of the natural bal- 
,anco between wantsCind the means ot 
their satisfaction, which has rcceritly 
taken place, and their corollaries ot 
social distress and political crisis. 

This was tho opinion ot Mr. Henry 
King, Chief Statistician, Ueseareh Di- 
vision ot Cockflcld, Krown & Company 
during a lecture which lie delivered on 
"overproduction and Underconsump- 
tion'' at tho Y.M.C..\. Forum yesterday 
afternoon. 

Tho speaker opened his discours? by 
maintaining that the topic under con- 
.■ildcralion was practically tlio same as 
tho well-worn story of supply and de- 
mand. There was ono distinction, how- 
ever, which had to be made at tho out- 
set, ho claimed. The law of supply and 
demand Invidved many mathematical 
and seml-mathem.ilical concepts and 
symbols which did not concern tlie 
avcnigo person :ind wlilcli were only 
used by tho scholar in his theoretical 
ramifications. One had only to accept 
this theory as It was and use it as 
best ono could in tho solution ot the 
problem ot ICeonomic Depression. 
Theorists Impractical 

According to tiic theorists neither 
overproduction nor underconsumption 
e^clsts in principle. They say, for e.\- 
nmplc, lliat human wants and desires 
liavd no mcasurealdo limits." Have 
you ever laiown a woman lie asUcd," 
that was .latisfied with lier wardrobe 
however wealthy sho wns, or a child 
who refused to accept more and better 
toys because his present supply was 
loo largo or ton good?

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About The Library 



A few weeks ago some of us were 
somuwhat surprised and at first indig- 
nant to see a boy of thirteen studying in 
the Eedpatli Library. He was con.sulting 
the reference books frequently and did not 
seef to find his surroundings unnatural. 
■ Our indij-Tnalion was somewhat lessened 
by the recollection that when we were at 
his tender age, we were not intelligent 
enough or sufficienl.!y resourceful to find 
our way to such a placç as the library. 

But when we considered the matter 
further, we realised that even in our fresh- 
man year at college, many of us visited 
the library only on rare occasions, or were 
never in it at all. At the time wc had 
i'ea.5oned that the University provided us 
with a freshman librarj' in the Arts Build- 
ing and th.-ît this was sufficient for us. 

Now that we are farther on, we are 
inclined to blame the authorities for not 
encouraging u.s lo vi.sit the Redpath Li- 
brary cai'Jy in our college course, where 
we might broaden our reading. Each 
freshman .should be led to the library by 
.•^ome knowing person, and thoroughly set 
at ease about the whole process of looking 
up, taking out, and returning Iwok.";. If 
this were done, it would help to break the 
, habit contracted in the public schools of 
buying one textbook for each subject, and 
using them exclusive of any other refer- 
ence. 

Once we become acquainted with the 
library, we .soon find that even with all 
our eagernej^s. a barrier is rai-sod by the 
librar>' authnritic.*. We find that the hon- 
or student.-; an; r-ingled out from the gen- 
, oral stijfk'ijî.-^ a.s the only ones who are fit 
to be allf '.'.ed i.'! the .stacks. It appears 
thai general .siudenl.s are unre.sourceful, 
or that tlieir respect for library regula- 
tions is less dependable. When we attempt 
to argue about this, those of us who are 
general .students are told vaguely that 
"Th'j ,statk.-j would be overcrowded if gen- 
f'ral .students were admitted", or that 
"General .students do not need to go into 
tlic .-^taeks." Now if the general course 
i,"? as unimportant as this, why have it at 
all? No course should seem unimportant 
to the student who takes it, and none 
should be treated as such. 

Even with the excellent service af- 
forded lo students by the efficient staff 
i|t t'liu dfcfk, some of us who are general 
.'ftudents often yearn to walk right into the 
stacks, and make direct use* of the books 
v.-hich the library authorities are so care- 
fa! to dole out to us sparingly. If open- 
ing the stacks to all students would be 
too drastic a measure, why not have them 
open to the fourth year general students 
at least? After all, the library is the most 
vital part of the university; it is more 
important even than our lectures and se- 
minars.

They 
delve into philosophy, criminal science, 
deep water sailing or any other subject 
which takes the passing fancy. But prac- 
'^Mf^xiS. students, with, of course, somer ex- 
>^ptions, seem to lose very quickly the itch 
; for additional knowledge outside of lec- 
^. iures which is the real cultu.i'al v^tlue pf

Many other rare valuables were 
pointed out by Dr. Lomcr as among 
the most prized posscsslonn of the 
museum, including ono of the earliest 
manuscripts on natural history, a Per- 
sian work written In Arabic: some time 
In llio 1,'itli or ICth conliirics, and Il- 
luminated with boatitlfiil coloicd illus- 
tralions of animals, birds and insects, 
Among other object.^ Dr. Lomer ex- 
hibited were a first edition'. otMohn 
r^ocke's famous essay on "The Htnnan 
Undcrstî)ndlng." 

This volumo was owned I)y Locke 
himself and Is .•innottitcd in his own 
handwriting. It bears tho date, IKIO. 
Other prized relics arc a iiago of tho 
first Bll)lo ever printed, put out In 
.Malna between 14i)0 nnd 14B5 and a 
rare Hebrew manuscript, written in 
1000 on a roll of goat-skin.

Tlio final state of development was 
tho weaving logclhor'.'ot the whole set 
of legends Info 'one great story. This 
was dono In Sl.alory's "Monto Dar- 
thur." The legchda - htivo atlraoted 
tho attention of literary artists of ail 
periods. Ev.en Chaucer borrowed from 
them for his ' Wyf of Bath's Talc. 
Spen.scr's Faerie Qucciie is pi-:iclicrilly 
built nround llw. Arthurian (..•.tie, and 
Milton at least contemplated tn epic 
with that framework. TrealmciH» 
wore nlso made by Wagner, Swin- 
burne, ,\inoId, and In conio down tc 
modern t;mos, Kdwin Arlington P.o- 
blnson. 

Four Elements 
Dr. Brunt carefully distinguished 
between the four terms myth, legend, 
folk-lore nnd tradition. Ho Ihon went 
on to show that the Arlhurlau legends 
were formed from all four oC llM!.«e as 
sources. A myth conaists-'of.'the in- 
terprétation of natural phcnomcn.a In 
terms of personalties. The plaeation 
of tlioso personalities was tho olijccl 
of hunt-dances, nnd olhcr forms of 
superstitious <!cremony. M.iny of 
these myths had to do with the fer- 
tility of tho soil, and- notable nmong 
these lajçt Is tl)o Celtic cauldron, 
which If .n.sked the proper auestions, 
could mako desert lands bear fruit 
again. 

A legend is that which has aa iU 
background, an lilstoriciii fact. Thus 
tho story of tho Argonauts arose from 
the migi-ation of the Greek people. 
The use of talismans, such as magic 
weapons, or cimrms, such a.s rabbits' 
feet. Is an cxatnplo of folk-lore. The 
handing on of tradition Is the perpe- 
tration of an ideal, such as the code 
of chivalry. 

Tho Holy Grail 

To show how all those four origins 
wcro combined in llio Arthurian log- 
end.s. Dr. Brunt took as an example 
tlie story of tho Holy Grail. In several 
versions tho hero who saw the Grail 
was given an abundance of food.'Thls 
reminds ono of tho old fertility caul- 
dron legend of tlic Celts, and gives 
the mytliical background. 

Tho most likely histbrical backing 
is seen when the dttemptà to" show 
that the English Church came str,|)ilsht 
frorix tlio cost' examined. Tho Grail 
was orletnally supposed to have been 
brought to England by Joseph of Arl- 
methoa, and guarded by him with his 
brother and his brothers son. All this 
Is a part of the attempt to show that 
tho Church in ISnglahd did not owe Its 
origin to Rome, blit that tho Christian 
religion had been carried lo tho Is- 
land direct. 

Tiio stories abound in folk-lore. 
Talismans arc continually sought af» 
ter. and often form central flgm-cs, as 
Artiiur'.? sword Excalibur. The tra- 
dition behind the cycle is that of chiv- 
.airy. After tlio Moors had been driven 
oiit of Europe, there remained hosts 
of mounted knights who, with no 
iieathen foo to servo ns tho oi)Jcct of 
their attacks, now turned upon each 
other. V 

To put a , stop to the Internal iron- 
bies which had taken tho place of tli« 
infidel n.ttacks, tho Crusades were be- 
gun. From them arose tho bodies of 
knighthood: tho Kiiightg Hospllallers 
the Knights of AfalUi, and numerous 
olhcr hi}lf-monasllc, half-mllllary or- 
doi-s, each with thoir code of chivalry 



dlotatod In their vows. Tho spirit of 
theso vows Is tho tradition behind the 
Arthurian legends. 

In fact tho legends put tho finish 
ing touches to .a Job begun by the 
Cru.sa,dfis; tho Uisk of forming the 
Ideal of a gentleman. Thi^, claimed 
Dr. Brunt, was the great contribution 
of tho Arthurian cycle. .

1 have often 
li-ied lo remain Iherc but I soon come 
Into a second iiliaso where the moving 
tilings develop into symbolic images. 
In '^iie tlilrd and. lost' phase' -rthcae 
images'-hreak into words. 

Became More Intellectual 

".My dreams leil mc lo become a stu- 
dent of mystical phllo.sophy. As 1 grew 
older my dreams bccamo more Intel- 
lectual us if there was nn overseer 
symliollshing my activitloa in dreams. 

"In my youth I was caught In the 
slavery of tho industrial machine. At 
this time I read of a person having a 
dream serial carrying on from night 
to nlglil. In Imitation I tried lo vlsuai- 
|-^c a perfect dream world. Having 
Imagined tliis world .'.I willed that I 
\y6urdlive in.lt durinjf my 'dreams. 
However, I dreamt of an apo which 
made a ciridature of myself trying to 
model a world' out 'of mist. The little 
npe turned to me 'and said, 'That is 
what you arc trying lo do". I assumed 
from this tlint tliero Is an overseer 
tliat can create forms and endow 
them with motion. This creator has a 
cliaraclcr of own and can form 
caricatures. 

"I want you to consider dreams ser- 
iously. People who cannot paint or 
ilraw become artists In their ■ dreams. 
They can transcend tlic greatest gen- 
ius of Iho awakened world in deep 
sleep. Slow moving minds pass quickly 
from Image to Imago In their dreams. 
Perhaps we can apply the powers of 
sleep to quicken the awakened con- 
slccncc. The ancients believed that this 
could be done. 

-"I want to start you on divine ad- 
venture. You are beginning a new 
civilization and you will be remember-, 
ed not for your engineering marvels 
but for your Imagination and your 
profundity of thought.
